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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-13 are pending in this application. Claim 3 has been amended to 
properly define each of the variables used in the equation recited therein. The 
Applicants submit that no new matter has been added to the application by the 
Amendment. 

The Examiner is thanked for allowing claims 1, 2 and 8-13. The Applicants 
submit that claims 3-7 are also allowable over the prior art of record. 



Drawing Objections 

The Examiner indicated that Figure 2 should be designated by the legend 
"Prior Art". Attached hereto is a replacement sheet on which Figure 2 as been 
designated as requested by the Examiner. 

Based on the above, the Applicants respectfully request that the objection to 
the Drawings be withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

The Examiner rejected claims 3-7 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Applicants' admitted prior art. The Applicants respectfully disagree with the 
Examiner's position. 

Claim 3 recites a method for controlling the gain of a gain-adjustable 
amplifier, whereby at the end of a timeslot j in a k-1 frame , a control word w 0 [k,j] 

is applied to the gain-adjustable amplifier. The Applicant's admitted prior art fails 
to teach or suggest applying a control word to a gain-adjustable amplifier in a k-1 
frame. Figure 2 illustrates a frame k and a frame k+1, but fails to illustrate a frame 
k-1. Furthermore, the Applicant's admitted prior art fails to teach or suggest 

applying a control word w 0 [kj] where w 0 [kj] = w, [*-!,;']+— logf= ?ref 
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Specifically, the Examiner relies on paragraphs [0010] - [0012] (which includes page 
2, line 20-24) of the background section of the Applicant's application. 

The Examiner is respectfully requested to review Equation 8 on page 9 of the 
detailed description section of the application, which corresponds to the control 
word w Q [k 9 j] recited in claim 3. Equation 8 is derived from equations 1-7, as 

described on pages 6-8 of the detailed description section of the application. The 
background section (i.e., Applicant's admitted prior art) does not disclose how the 
formula for the control word w 0 [k,j] , as recited in claim 3, is derived. 

Furthermore, the Applicants' admitted prior art does not disclose that 
P est [k-\J] is the average output power of the ADC (see page 7, paragraph [0037] of 

the detailed description section of the disclosure), b is a characteristic parameter of 
the gain-adjustable amplifier (see page 6, paragraph [0030] of the detailed 
description section of the disclosure), and w t [k-l,j] is the control word applied to 

the gain-adjustable amplifier at the end of the j'th timeslot in the (k-l)'th frame (see 
page 8, paragraph [0037] of the detailed description section of the disclosure). 

Because all of the features recited by claim 3 are not disclosed by the 
Applicants' admitted prior art, as outlined above, the Applicants respectfully submit 
that claim 3 is not anticipated by the Applicants' admitted prior art. Furthermore, 
since claims 4-7 depend upon claim 3, the Applicants submit that claims 4-7 are 
also not anticipated by the Applicants' admitted prior art. 

Based on the above, the withdrawal of the rejection of claims 3-7 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) is respectfully requested. 
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Conclusion 

It is respectfully submitted that pending claims 1-13 are in condition for 
allowance. Accordingly, reconsideration and allowance of pending claims 1-13 are 
respectfully requested.
